Frank Dixon, the lecturer at 
the 
Chautauqua 
Saturday evening and 
Sunday afternoon, was announced as 
a man whose 
message would cause 
people to think and talk. the prophecy 
has been fulfilled. 
Both times that he 
poke he made 
numerous statements that were con­ 
trary to the l>eliefs of many 
of 
his 
hearers, ’tearing down 
some of the 
country’s most 
revered 
institutions, 
and drawing a dark picture of condi­ 
tions as he now sees them to exist. Mr. 
Dixon is an attractive weaker and he 
entertained his audience for over an 
hour each time. Afterward they talk­ 
ed. 
The lecturer gained numerous 
ad­ 
herents in 
Gettysburg who believe 
him to see remedies 
which 
will 
be 
brought into play within the next ten 
years. He spoke to others—not friends 
of his theories—who term 
him “the 
typical popular lecturer endeavoring 
to achieve further popularity by spec­ 
tacular statements.” 
.Saturday evening Mr. Dixon 
spoke 
for eighty minutes on “An Outgrown 
Constitution* and advocated 
radical 
changes in 
the 
composition of 
our 
Senate anti House of Representatives 
while the Supreme Court came in for 
its share of censure. Sunday afternoon 
his subject was “The 
Square 
Deal” 
and he took occasion to flay the rail­ 
roads, courts of justice and affairs in 
general until one could well 
wonder 
just why Mr. Dixon remained a citi­ 
zen of a nation whose conditions w-ere 
rn unhappy. 
ll was promised 
that 
Mr. 
Dixon 
would make Chautauqua fans ponder 
over conditions. They are doing their 
pondering aloud with their fellows to 
hear and answer. Comment lioth fav­ 
orable and unfavorable has 
followed 
the Southerner’s appearance here and 
the evident intention of the Chautau­

F irst Rescuer* W ere C aught In Second 


Explosion and Several W ere Killed 


and Injured—Two Victims E ntom b­ 


ed. 


Pottsville, Pa., Aug. 4. — N ineteen 
mon are dead and as many m ore are 
injured seriously, som e of them fa­ 
tally, as the result of explosions in 
the 
East 
Brookside colliery of the 
Philadelphia & R eading Coal and Iron 
company, n ear T ow er City. 
T he first accident was caused by tw o 
1*018 of dynam ite used in driving a 
now 
tunnel 
exploding 
prem aturely. 
W ith a trem endous roar th e m assive 
m ine 
pillars 
1800 
feet 
below 
the 
ground w ere shattered. 
T he dead are: 
Daniel M. Gin ley, fire boss, T ow er 
City. 
H enry 
Murphy, fire boss, T ow er 
City. 
John Farrell, forem an. Tow er City. 
Howard Hand, laborer. Muir. 
H arry Hand, m iner, Muir.

Five unidentified Italian workm en. 
Two have not been recovered, and 
th ere is no hope of their being tak en 
out alive. T hey are: 
Daniel Farley, 
fl'-e boss, Tow er City, and John F ess­ 
ing Tow er City. 
A rescue p arty 
started 
into 
th e 
m ine im m ediately, and they had h ard ­ 
ly been lowered Into the shaft when 
the second explosion followed. 
Tills 
was caused by the flames reaching a 
pocket of gas. In the second disaster 
S u perintendent John Lorenz and H a r­ 
ry Sehoeffstal, the fire boss, who led 
th e rescuing party, wore overcome. 
For five m inutes th e bottom of the 
mine. which Is reached by th e deep­ 
est shaft in the an th racite coal region, 
was like a furnace, with all the m in­ 
ers within reach of the flames lying 
p rostrate on their faces to avoid the 
breathing in of the fumes. The terrib le 
heat, however, either scorched th e life 
out of most of them or the concussion 
and flying rocks killed them. 
A second 
rescue force was then 
formed, and they got th e bodies o f -Su­ 
perintendent Lorenz and Sehoeffstal, 
besides those of th ree miners. 
Lorenz was brought to the P o tts­ 
town hospital, and it is said he may 
recover. Sehoeffstal, however, is fa­ 
tally Injured. 
T he th ree m iners re­ 
vived alm ost as soon as they reached 
th e surface. 
T h e explosion set fire to th e m ine 
and the rescuing force worked in hel­ 
m ets containing stored oxygen. 
Millions 
of 
dollars w orth of th e 
finest red ash coal In th e an th ra cite 
region was th rea ten e d by th e fire, and 
th e officials of th e R eading com pany, 
after doing all they could for the Kill­ 
ed and Injured, rushed Its "tire e a r ” to 
the scene and Binh good work was 
done th a t d anger of th e fire spreading 
lr pa»t. 
T h e 
B rookside colliery has few er 
foreign em ployes than any other coal 
operation In th e county. Many are the 
sons of neat by farm ers, and frenzied 
fa n n e rs and th eir wives from ninny 
miles around crow ded around the m ine 
m outh after th e explosion. 
Nine of the I Midi es of the dead w ere 
so scorched as to bo unrecognizable, 
aud the only way to ascertain their 
nam es will bo from tho records of 
those who went to work and did not 
return. 
Tho driving of the tunnel w here the 
fatal accident occurred was u n d er tile 
direction of private contractors. P ort­ 
land Bros., ami most of th e employer- 
killed 
were w orking for th ese con­ 
tractors. C om paratively few employc.- 
of the Reading com pany w ere kill* d. 
Most of the dead w ere m arried, an I 
the explosion leaves forty orphans, 
nearly all of whom wore dep en d en t on 
their la th er for support.

Joseph, aged fifteen years, and G er­ 
trude, two years old, were all that es­ 
caped ftoni th e knife which the woman 
had wielded so terribly. 
Mrs. David Henry, of f»l 35 W estm in­ 
ste r avenue, when parsing the house 
in which the Brogans lived, heard a 
moan, and ujwin investigation found 
Mary Brogan lying on the porch with 
her throat rut, lint still alive. 
T he child said that tile m other had 
cut her throat. Mrs. Henry called a 
policem an, who entered the house aud 
found B aby T hom as lying In th e par­ 
lor dead, with his th ro at cut. 
One of the children, a boy, had 
looked him self into an upper room In 
order to *eseape th** butchery. 
W hen 
the 
policem en 
arrived 
they 
broke 
down th e door w here the boy was and 
found th e lltle fellow on his kn»*es, 
praying th a t they save him from his 
m other. 
Policem en sent the injured to the 
hospital. N eighbors of the Brogan fam ­ 
ily said that the m other had shown 
sym ptom s of m ental d eran g em en t for 
several days past, owing to the illness 
of th e child. 
T he fath er of the children returned 
hom e an d found a g re a t 
c r owd in 
front of his house and the door guard­ 
ed by police. 
H e im m ediately brush­ 
ed aside all who w ere in his way and 
dashed into the house. 
W hen he appeared a few m inutes 
later he was crazed by th e evidence 
of th e tragedy. Fearing that he would 
do him self som e harm the police took 
him Into custody and lodged him in th* 
Sixteenth district station house. \Vh*-n 
he arriv ed th ere it required the com 
blned efforts of seven men to hold 
him in cheek. 
According to Mrs. I). H enry, of fill'. 
W e stm in ste r avenue, Mrs. Brogan had 
been talk in g to her shortly before the 
m urders are auppposed to have taken 
place. 
Mrs. Ii*airy asse rts th a t th* 
m other ap parently was in good spirits 
and was m aking plans for a vacation 
che intended spending n ear Allentown 
with h e r children. 
John Brogan, Jr., an o th er son. aged 
twelve years, Is in the Hom eopathic 
hospital suffering with pneum onia. It 
la th ought that grief over his condition 
may have prom pted the m o th e r’s rash 
deeds.

Representative to K aiser’s Court Will 


Have Bill P resented In Congress to 


Compel A m ericans Residing Abroad 


Help Pay For Upkeep. 


Berlin, Aug. 4.—Ju stice Jam es W. 
Gerard, the new am bassador to G er­ 
m any, is so disappointed at the state 
of the A m erican diplom atic service, 
due, he says, to the entirely inadequate 
salaries paid to the envoys, th a t he in­ 
tends to have a bill introduced iii con­ 
gress providing that A m ericans resid­ 
ing abroad should he forced to contrib­ 
ute to the upkeep of the em bassies 
aud legations by paying a fee of I lo 
for registration after they have lived 
a year in a foreign country. 
A tter looking over the field and fail­ 
ing to find a suitable house for the em ­ 
bassy, realizing that he wo HU have to 
dip into his own pockets, dive into 
them as he expressed it, to establish 
an em ba ay on the sem blance of those 
of a third rate power, Justice G erard 
said he was discouraged and disap­ 
pointed and questioned his own wis 
dom in having accepted the post. 
He frankly announced that he was 
coing to play the diplom atic gam e as 
nearly as possible like the rep resen ta­ 
tives of other powers, as it is expected 
to be played in Berlin, and nor as 
m any in America, unfam iliar with the 
situation, believe that it ought to he 
played 
’ Yes,” he said, “ i shall even wear 
the diplom atic uniform. It’s a rule of 
the court, and I’m not going to com­ 
m ence by offending the prejudices of 
the people I arn sent to. althouph my 
legs arc not built for knee b ref*ches 
and silk stockings. It is all very well 
to talk alKjiit dem ocracy at home, but 
we ran t impose our views upon people 
who don't understand them . To try to 
do so simply belittles our country and 
m akes ourselves ridiculous. 
"An am bassador is supposed to get 
things for ins country and to do things 
for his people and prom ote friendly re ­ 
lations. 
Ho ca n ’t do this if he is 
looked on as a fool or lf the United 
S tates m aintains a representation on 
th e scale of a third rate power.” 
In reply to a question as to what he 
thought an am bassador representing 
tho United States as it should be rep ­ 
resented would be obliged to spend. 
Justice G erard said: 
“Well, one A m erican 
am bassador 
tolnm me he spent $128,000 in less than 
th e .rear he has been at his post." 
T he new envoy said the em bassy 
in Berlin is too small an I most of it 
Is taken up by offices. He couldn’t In­ 
vite his m o th e rin la w , and said he 
th ought President Wilson must have 
had the size of the em bassy In m in i 
when he selected a childless am b assa­ 
dor. who, nevertheless, might want to 
adopt a child. 
T he hill will provide that A m erlcsns 
over the age of eighteen when they go 
to a f o r e i g n country 
m ust 
register 
within eight days after the end of the 
first year spent abroad. All out a re-gi i- 
tration certificate and pay a fee of 
$10, the em bassies to retain the fees 
up to $3 0 ,0 0 (1, and the surplus to be 
sent to the state d ep artm en t for the 
m aintenance of other em bassies and 
legations. Failure to comply with the 
proviso-uni of the bill 
would imply 
aband nm ent of A m erican citizenship. 
Ju stice Gerard believes this will also 
crvt- to keep a check on A m ericans 
v ho might go abroad to escape paying 
I iconic tax.

goslings if the parent birds arc healthy 
and well matured. 
Some people find a difficulty during 
the early days of raising In the ten 
dency of the birds to fall upon their 
backs and an inability to right them­ 
selves without 
assistant, necessitat­ 
ing combined watchfulness or loss. 
This, however. Is a nuisance that 
may be avoided by the use of the eggs 
of mature, sound stock 
only, 
the 
weakness being absent In the progeny 
of old birds In good breeding condi­ 
tion. 
The actual rearing presents no diffi­ 
culties 
to 
one 
qualified In poultry 
raising. Ix>ng brooding Is unnecessary 
and an ordinary hen coop Is sufficient 
to accommodate three or four goslings 
and a hen as long as It Is necessary 
to leave the latter lo charge, but dur­ 
ing the first days the gosling's run. 
which should be on short grass, should 
be limited. 
The best diet is a simple one and 
for the first few days I have found 
nothing better than stale bread well 
soaked and squeezed moderately dry 
and mixed with u liberal allowance of 
dandelion leaves, well 
chopped 
and 
free from stringy pieces. Biscuit meal 
may be used instead of the stale bread 
but it Is more expensive and the re ­ 
sults are no better. 
By the 
middle of 
the 
first week 
ground oata should take the place of 
the bread, mixed 
with a sufficient 
quantity of grit to m ake the mixture 
ji crumbly, tho dandelions being com­ 
bined. 
The green food may be gradually 
reduced and finally abandoned when 
the young birds are grazing freely. 
They should commence 
grazing 
at 
about a week old. 
I’pon a good grazing ground and 
with a sufficient supply of soft food 
mixture, of which ground oats should 
be the staple Ingredient, gosling* will 
progress rapidly.

A very simple brooder can be con­ 
structed by cutting a sugar barrel In 
half and using one part in the manner 
described. 
Line the inside of the half 
barrel with paper and then cover this 
with old flannel cloth. Make a cover 
for the top and line it in the tam e 
manner. 
At the bottom cut a hole In 
the edge, about four inches deep and 
four inches wide, and provide a cov*

er or door. The inside Is kept warm 
by filling a jug with boiling water and 
setting it within, changing 
the 
wa­ 
ter both morning and night. 
When 
the temperature outside is ten 
de­ 
grees the Interior eau be kept at 90 
or IOO degrees, but the Jug must be 
refilled with bolling w ater at least 
twice a day.—Popular Mechanics.

Color. 
Color Is largely a m atter of breed. 
Tho color character in eggs has no 
relation 
whatsoever 
to 
their 
food 
value. Ar. egg with a white shell doe# 
not differ in composition from one 
with with a brown shell. Eggs of the 
Mediterranean breeds are white, while 
those of the Asiatic breeds are brown. 
In general the eggs of the American 
breeds are also brown, but are rarely 
an uniform in color aa the other two 
classes. 
Uniformity In color regard­ 
less of whether eggs are white or 
brown should bo sought for by the 
poultryman. 
A good appearance to 
a crate of eggs la procured only when 
uniformity in size, shape a n d color is 
p re se n t
